These violations subject the County of San 
Diego (County) to possible further enforcement action by the California Regional Water 
Quality Control Board, San Diego Region, including administrative enforcement orders 
requiring the County to cease and desist from violations, or to clean up waste and abate 
existing or threatened conditions of pollution or nuisance; administrative assessment of 
civil liability in amounts of up to $5,000 per day per violation;1 referral to the State 
Attorney General for injunctive relief; and referral to the District Attorney for criminal 
prosecution. 

The next monitoring reports are the July-December 2009 semi-annual and January-
December 2009 annual monitoring reports, which are due by January 30, 2010. In the 
subject line of any response, please include the requested "in reply refer to:" information 
located in the heading of this letter.

YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED THAT: 

The County of San Diego (County) violated Order No. 94-04, Waste Discharge 
Requirements for Southern Califomia Conference Seven-Day Adventist, San Pasqual 
Academy San Diego County These violations subject the County to possible further 
enforcement action by the California Regional Water Quality Control Board, San Diego 
Region (Regional Board), including administrative enforcement orders requiring the 
Society to cease and desist from violations, or to clean up waste and abate existing or 
threatened conditions of pollution or nuisance; administrative assessment of civil liability 
in amounts of up to $5,000 per day per violation;2 referral to the State Attorney General 
for injunctive relief; and referral to the District Attorney for criminal prosecution. 

The Regional Board noted the following violations in reviewing the January-June 2009 
semi-annual monitoring report required by Order No. 94-04: 

Summary of Violations 

1. There were 2 violations of Discharge Specification B.1 of the daily maximum 
effluent concentration of total suspended solids (TSS), established at 
45 milligrams per liter (mg/L). The violations occurred on April 16, and May 12, 
2009 with reported values of 47-5 mg/L and 60.3 mg/L, respectively. 

2. There were 3 violations of Discharge Specification B.1 of the 30-day average 
effluent concentration of total suspended solids (TSS), established at 30 mg/L. 
The violations occurred for March, April, and May 2009 with reported values of 
40.1 mg/L, 47.5 mg/L, and 60.3 mg/L. respectively. 

3. There was 1 violation of Discharge Specification B.1 of the 30-day average 
effluent concentration of total dissolved" solids (TDS), established at 800 mg/L. 
The violation occurred for June 2009 with a reported value of 820 mg/L. 

4. There were 12 violations of Discharge Specification B.1 of the daily maximum 
and 30-day average effluent concentration of chloride, established at 150 mg/L 

Under authority of California Water Code section 13350. 
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and 130 mg/L, respectively. The violations occurred on January 12, February 12, 
March 12, April 16. May 12, and June 11, 2009 with reported values of 178 mg/L, 
152 mg/L, 213 mg/L, 199 mg/L, 161 mg/L, and 206 mg/L, respectively. 

5. There were 2 violations of Discharge Specification B.1 of the daily maximum and 
30-day average effluent concentration of sulfate, established at 150 mg/L and 
130 mg/L, respectively. The violations occurred on February 12, 2009 with 
reported value of 134.0 mg/L.
